The Governor of Alabama Takes Issue with Senator Morgan 
Idea of “Some Other Candidate,” 


PRN SHOULD BE NOMINEE 


The Democrats of the State Are 
Strongly for Him, 


WILL JOHNSTON RUN FOR SENATES 


He Alone Knows, and He Is Not 
Talking—The Morgan Interview 
and Its Political Effect—A 
Talk with the Gov- 
ernor.

“Montgomery, Ala, July 7.—(Special.)— 
Governor Johnston is to lead the fight 
for a Bryan delegation from Alabama in 
ithe national convention. If it fs the pur- 
ipose of Senator Morgan or any other 
‘public men in Alabama to secure a dele- 
gation for any other candidate or a dele- 
gation unpledged to Bryan, they will find 
Governor Johnston making a square, 
straight fight for the man from Nebraska. 

Not only has he determined to do every- 
‘thing in his power to carry the delega- 
‘ten for Bryan, but Governor Johnston 
is positive that he will be successful in 
his efforts. He believes that the vast 
majority of the democrats of the state 
ftand with him not only in contending 
that Mr. Bryan should be the party's 
nominee, but also that the Chicago plat- 
form should be reiterated in all its es- 
pentials. 

The governor is making no fight upon 
anybody. The newspapers and the poll- 
ticlans of the state have been trying for 
@ good while to make him say whether 
he has his eye upon any other office 
than that which he now holds, and they 
have tried to put him in the attitude of 
opposing Senator Morgan and of being a 
sort of general political dictator; but the 
governor has said nothing. He will not 
discuss the senato-ahip nor will he criti- 
cise Senator Morgan, although he takes 
sherp issue with the senator’s recent 
anti-Bryan interview. 


Governor Johnston’s Views. 

“All the statements and interviews and 
talks suggesting some other candidate 
for the presidency than Mr. Bryan are 
awaste of words, so far as Alabama Is 
concerned,’” said Governor Johnston, in 
jtalkking with me about the matter today. 
“There can be no question that the over- 
whelming sentiment of the democrats of 
this state is not only in favor of the re- 
iteration of the Chicago platform, but 
also of the re-nomination of Mr. Bryan. 
You will find, I think, that the delega- 
tion to the next national convention will 
stand as a unit upon those two proposi- 
tions."’ 

“Will you take an active part in secur- 
Ing that end?’ I asked. 

“My proposition,’’ said Governor John- 
ston, “has been very clearly understood 
in Alabama, though I do not know that I 
have had special occasion to state ir. I 
thall do everything in my power to secure 
@ Bryan delegation to the next national 
Convention. No politicians can hope to 
subvert the will of the people of this 
state under any pretenses. I am confi- 
dent that about nine democrats in: Ala- 
bama out of every ten feel as I do, that 
Mr. Bryan is the one man to be consid- 
ered in connection with the nomination 
for the presidency, and that it fs foolish 
to talk of anybody else. I am for Mr. 
Bryan not through any particular per- 
80nal ties, although I have met him very 
Pleasantly, but because he is pre-eminent- 
ly the man to lead us in the coming 
“ampaign. He is not only a great orator, 
but he {s a man of the breadth of real 
-Slatesmanship, and beyond and above all 
things, he is one in whom the people 
Mave absolute confidence. They know 
that he has the courage of his convic- 
tions ; they know that he is on the side 
of the people; they know that he 1s not 
only right, but that he stands as no other 
Man can stand for all of the principles 
fet forth in the Chicago platform. Events 
are unquestionably pointing to the fact 
that the coming campaign will be bat a 
Continuation in most respecte of the eam- 
Paign of 18%. The democratic masses 
who made the platform in 1896 meant it 
to be what it is—a great declaration of 
democratic Pplinciples. They propose to 
Keep up the fight on the lines then laid

“The republican party has now reached 
a point where it can no longer evade the 
respoysibility of coming out squarely 
in advocacy of the single gold standard. 
That will certainly force the money ques- 
tion to the front and no man save a 
straight-out supporter of the complete 
restoration of silver can by any poss!i- 
bility be nominated as the candidate of 
the democratic party. Mr. Bryan repre- 
sents the views of his party not only on 
this, but on all other questions. Speaking 
for Alabama, I feel safe in saying that 
there is no thought except perhaps among 
a few politicians, of any other candidate. 
The people almost to a man are for Bry- 
an, and I feel certain that Alabama, which 
acts first and its first on the roll call of 
States, will point the way to the other 
states of the south and will send a solid 
Bryan delegation to the next conven- 
tion.’’ 

That Interview and Speech. 

“What, in your opinion, Governor, is 
the meaning of this talk of some other 
candidate, in which several prominent 
Alabamians have recently indulged?” 

“You will have to ask them,’ was the 
governor's reply. “I accord to every 
man the right to hold his individual 
views on a question of party propriety or 
anything else, but I am sure that neither 
Senator Morgan in his recent interview 
nor Mr. Willett, in his Tammany speech, 
represented at all the sentiments of the 
democrats of this state. As I have said, I 
am perfectly willing to show my 
faith by my works, and if anybody is 


anxious to make a test of the question, 


he will have an opportunity to do so in 
the contest for the delegation to the next 
convention.”’ 

Just before Colonel Bryan resigned from 
the volunteer army, he was here in Mont- 
gomery and was the guest of Governor 
Johnston. At that time the question of 
the ratification of the peace treaty was 
before the senate and there was natur- 
ally a discussion over the policy of the 
Government with regard to the Philip- 
pines. Governor Johnston told me of this 
talk and referring to the suggestion in 
one of Senator Morgan's interviews con- 
eérning Mr. Bryan's views on the Phil- 
ippine question, the governor said: 

“I do not see how it is possible for Mr. 
Bryan's views to have been so misunder- 
stood as Senator Morgan's interview 
would indicate. I was glad to see that 
The Constitution secured from Mr. Bryan 
a suscinct statement, though it is hard 
to see why anybody should have made 
such a statement necessary. Mr. Bryan 
has never, so far as I have been able to 
see, advocated the withdrawal of the 
American troops from the Philippine is- 
lands. I have watched his utterances very 
closely, and I certainly have always un- 
derstood his views to be those which he 
sets forth In his statement in The Consti- 
tution. And I might add that the great 
majority of the democrats of this state 
agree fully with him. There are a few 
men in the cities and towns who take the 
expansion side of the question, but they 
are very few even there.”’ 


Talk of the Future. : 

Of course the Morgan interview has 
created a lot of talk throughout Alabama 
and it has given rise to all sorfs of spec- 
ulation as to the probable effect upon the 
next senatorial race. As I have sald all 
efforts to get Governor Johnston to say 
whether or nvt he is going to be a candl- 
date against Senator Morgan havegproven 
futile. The governor is saying nothing. 
When asked about these matters he sim- 
ply says that he is engaged now in at- 
tending to the business affairs of the 
state. As to the future he will be found 
very active in any fight that may come 
over the control of the Alabama delega- 
tion in the next national convention, and 
if the advocates of the constitutional con- 
vention make a fight, as they have 
threatened to do, for the control of the 
legislature at the next electidn, he will 
meet them in that. “As for office,” he 
adds, “I am not thinking about that; I 
haven't time.’’ 

It is, however, the general idea of the 
politicians of the state that Governor 
Johnston is bound to be in the senatorial 
race. There seems no doubt that he ts 
stronger than at any other time during 
his political career. His victory in the 
fight over the constitutional convention 
was very popular with the democratic 
masses, and especially in the small towns 
and out in the country they are all 
“Johnston men.” It is a safe prediction 
that not only will the delegation to the 
next national convention be a Bryan 
delegation, but that the governor of the 
state will be at its head. 

As to the senatorial race, that is all fn 
the air. Senator Morgan is in conference 
with his friends in different parts of the 
state and says he does not know wheth- 
er he is to have opposition or not. When 
asked the direct question whether Gov- 
ernor Johnston would run against him he 
said he wished he knew. 

The one man who does know whether 
the aged senator is to have opposition or 
not is Governor Johnston, and he is not 
telling.

McMILLIN WILL BE PRESENT. 


Governor of Tennessee Will Attend 
Sayers’s Convention. 

Austin, Tex., July 17.—Governor Sayers 
today received a letter from Governor 
Benton McMillin, of Tennessee, explaining 
that the report that he was opposed to 
the St. Louis anti-trust convention was 
false. He says: 

“You have probably seen the statement 
going the rounds that I am opposed to 
holding the meeting for the purpose of 
considering ‘trusts,’ and that 1 would not 
attend.

The feud dates back nearly two years. 
On Christmas, 1897, James Philpot was 
killed by Aaron Morris, but before he died 
he shot and killed William Bundy, a friend 
The Morrises and Griffins 
were closely affiliated. Since then the 
feeling between the two factions has 
been very bitter and it has been aroused 
recently by the White-Baker hostilities. 
The Philpots, who are the strongest fac- 
tion in tae mountain, nurvering about 10 
voters, openly espoused the cause of the 
Bakers, while the Griffins took sides with 
the Whites. 

The story that reaches here from Man- 
chester is to the effect that Bob Philpot 
was arrested this morning by Deputy 
Sheriff Wash Thac«er. 

While very circumstantial in other re- 
spects, the report does not show clearly 
the origin of the trouble nor give the 
reason for Philpot’s arrest. It is said 
that while Thacker was taking Philpot’s 
bond the latter was shot from behind by 
one-of the crowd that had gathered, This 
precipitated a general fight with winches 
ters and revolvers, which was paftici- 
pated in by George, Granville, Robert and 
Peter Philpot and Ed Fisher on one side, 
and Aaron Morris, Hugh, Jim and Green 
Griffin on the other. The battle began ai 
about 9 o'clock and raged fiercely for 
ten or fifteen minutes. When it was 
over it was found that the five men men- 
tioned had been killed outright, three of 
the belligerents were seriously wounded 
while Pete Philpot was the only one cn 
injury.

Philpot is said to be 
seriously wounded. He is a union vete- 
ran, having lost a leg at Stone river. He 
is an ex-member of the Kentucky legis- 
lature and is said to have killed three or 
four men. Ed Fisher, who 1s reported 
dead, was another man with several 
nicks in his cane. He was but tweniy- 
three years old but was said to have 
killed three men. 

The story of the battle caused conster- 
nation here, notwithstanding the fact 
that serious trouble has been expected to 
break out among the mountaineers of 
Clay coumfy ever since the assaSsination 
of Tom Baker sevéral weeks ago. An 
effort was at once begun to secure depu- 
tles to go to the seat of the trouble and 
attempt to restore quiet, but upto a late 
hour in the afternoon there had not been 
enough responses to make up a force that 
would command respect. 

The situation at Manchester ts deplor- 
able. Since morning the piace has been 
in a state of terror, scarcely any one dar- 
ing to venture out of doors. Business is 
suspended and the residents are momen- 
tarily expecting a renewal of hostilities.

THEY BOTH LOVED SAME GIRL. 


Connecticut Young Man Is Murdered 
by His Rival. 


Chester, Conn., July 17.—Harry Chad- 
wick, twenty-four years old, of New Brit- 
ain, Was murdered last night by Joseph 
Hough, thirty years of age, who then at- 
tempted fo kill himself by cutting his 
throat. Chadwick’s body has not been 
found and the details of the tragedy are 
not fully Known. Chadwick came here 
Saturday night to visit Miss Mary Smith, 
to whom he was paying attention. Hough, 
who boarded with the Smith family, was 
also enamored of the young woman. 

Late this afternoon it was stated that 
Hiough had admitted to Alden Smith, a 
brother of the girl, that @e killed Chad- 
wick and threw his body into the river. 
He is said to have sought to scare Chad- 
wick and that an altercation resulted, 
during which Chadw drew a razor and 
cut him on the side of the face. He then 
choked Chadwick until he was supposed 
to be unconscious, but hater found he was 
dead.

Riding home he took his own razor from 
a drawer, intending to commit suickle, but 
when he felt himself growing faint he 
called for help. When the family entered 
his room aerazor was found in his hand. 
He is in a critical condition. It is be- 
lieved that Hough left the house before 
Chadwick and waited for him at the top 
of a ‘hill up which Chadwick would be 
obliged to walk. It is believed that an 
altercation took place, during which the 
younger man was killed and his body was 
then dragged to the river, where, from a 
rowboat, it was thrown overboard. The 
river is now being dagged for the body.

Assassination on the Highway in 
Lexington County, S. ©.

graced Lexington county was committed 
last Saturday afternoon !n the piney 
woods section, only about half a mile 
from the Newberry line. Mr. Pat Bow-

Mr. Bowers was alone in his buggy 
coming home from Little mountain, When 
about half way, about 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, three gunshots were heard, 
half a mile across the county line, on 
the Lexington side. A negro near by 
hea;zd some one exclaim, “‘O, Lord!’ Has- 
tening in the direction of the volce he 
found the Hfeless body of Mr. Bowers, 
riddled with buckshot. His slayers had 
fled. Some of the shot had hit the horse, 
which ran away and tore the buggy 
to pieces. It is supposed that three per- 
sons did the shooting. Mr, Bowers was 
somewhat of a chaeracter. There has 
been bad blood between him and soine 
of his neighbors for nearly a score of 
years. He has constently been in iaw- 
suits. He has heen convicted in the 
courts of different offenses. A _ terrible 
state of feeling developed. At jleast 
twice he was forbidden from sending his 
children to the public school of the com- 
munity. The feud went into the church, 
and at times satan seemed to be turned 
loose. 

About two years ago a saw mill in the 
‘Immediate community was burned. It 
was rebuilt, but last Thursday night it, 
too, Went to the flames. Saturday follow- 
ing, the killing from ambush occurred, 

Mr. Bowers was a man of some means, 
was about fifty years old and leaves a 
wife and seven children. 


HOLDS REVENUE LAW VALID. 


Judge Sayre’s Decision in an Inter- 
esting Alabama Case. 
Montgomery, Ala., July 17.—(Special.)— 
A case of unusual interest was decided 
by Judge Sayre tonight. It was the ac- 
tion brought by local liquor men to have 
the general revenue bill of the state de- 
clared invalid, because of certain pre- 
sumed irregularities. The court held 
the law to be valid. The facts were these: 
The constitution provides that the 
clerks of the two houses of the general 
assembly shall keep journala.of the pro- 
ceedings of their bodies and publish the 
same after adjournment. It also provides 
that they shall file these journals in the 
office of the secretary of state. The cus- 
tom has been for the clerks to keep the 
daily journals on sheets of foolscap. 
from which the proceedings were read 
and approved by the bodies. These pro- 
ceedimgs were afterwards copied into 
large bound volumes and these volumes 

were filed with the secretary 
This custom was followed in the 
legislature. Some weeks after the ad- 
journment, Clerk Wilson, of the house, 
finding that his assistant, Mr. Julian, had 
failed to enter in the book, in which the 
journal had been copfed, a vote on a 
conference report on the blll, caused Mr. 
Julian to write it on the margin of the 
page of the book In the secretary’s office, 
thereby correcting the history of the 
proceedings. In the meantime, however, 
an enterprising firm of local attorneys 
had discovered the oversight and advised 
their client that the law would not stand. 
At the trial it was shown that the 
record was correct on the orjginal fools- 
cap sheets and that the manuscript 
books, which the clerk swore he had left 
in the secretary of state’s office only 
for safe keeping preparatory to deliv- 
ering them when the journals were pub- 
lished, were only copies. The case in- 
volved about $100,000 to the state, as had 
the new law not been sustained, the old 
one, which provides less revenue by that 
amount would have become effective.

FACTS ARE NOT PRESENTED 


ewspaper Men Made an Appeal To Be 
Allowed To Tell the Truth. 


DESPERATE PICTURE I$ PAINTED 


Correspondents Now in the East 
Give Out a Statement Which Is 
Not Like Otis’s Messages 
in Any Particular 
Whatever. 


Mantla, July 11, via Hong Kong, July 
17.—The constantly increasing strictness 
of the censorship of press dispatches 
from Manila, which has prevented the 
cabling to the United States of anything 


that did not reflect official views of im- 


portant events and conditions resulted 


in a united effort on the part of corre- 
spondents here to secure an abacement 
of the rigor of the censorship. 

The initiative in this direction was 
taken a month ago, and resulted in the 
framing of a statement which was pre- 
gented on Sunday, July %#h, to Major 
General Otis, conmmanding the military 
forces of the United States in the Phii- 
ippine islands, with a request for permis- 
sion to telegraph it to the Unb-ed States. 
The correspondents also asked that they 
be allowed to cable to their respective 
papers all facts and the different phases 
of evem:s as they transpired here. 

The correspondents had two long inter- 
views with General Otis, in the course 
of which they complained that the evi- 
dent purpose of the censorships was not 
to keep information from the enemy, 
but «o keep from the public knowledge 
of the real conditions of affairs here, It 
was also asserted by the correspondents 
that newspapers printed in Manila, which 
reach the enemy quickly, are permitted 
to publish statemen‘s similar to those 
which correspondents are forbldden to 
cable. It was made clear to General Otis 
that the objection was [to the system, 
and not :o the censor. 

General Otls finally 
liberality, agreeing to pass 
tha: he might consider not detrimental to 
the interes:s of the United States. Gen- 
eral Otis appointed Captain Green, of his 
staff, censor. The statements of the cor- 


respondents is as follows: 

“The undersigned, being all staff cor- 
respondents o. American newspapers sta- 
tioned at Manila, unbe in the following 
statement: 

‘We believe that owing to official dis- 
patches from (Manila made public in 
Washington, the people of the United 
States have not received a correc, im- 
pression of the situation in the Philip- 
pines, but these dispatches have present- 
ed an ultra-optimistic view that is not 
shared by the general officers in the fieid. 

.“Wle ‘believe dispatches, incorrectly 
représent the existing conditions among 
the Phillippines in respect to dissension 
and demoralization resulting from xhe 
American campaign and to the brigand 
character of their army. 

“We believe that dispatches err in the 
declaration that the situation is well in 
hand, and in the assump-:ion that the 
insurrection can be speedily ended with- 
out a greatly increased force. 

“We sw hink the tenacity of the Filipino 
purpose has been underestimated, and 
that the statements are unfounded that 
volunteers are willing to engage -in fur- 
ther service 

“The censorship has compelled us to 
participate in «his misrepresentation by 
exercising or altering uncontroverted 
statements of facts on the plea, as Gen- 
era) Ot!ls stated, that ‘they ‘would alarm 
the people at home’ or ‘have the people of 
the United States by the ears.’

American Correspondents Are Sus- 
tained by English Journals. 
London, July 17.—Most of the morning 
papers comment upon the just statement 
of the American correspondents in Ma- 

nila regarding the censorship there. 

The Times says: ‘““Genera|] Otis can- 
not conceal nor explain away the great 
fact that he fails to bring the war “o an 
end. He might just as well cease playing 
the ostrich and allow the correspondents 
to tell the public “what they see.” 

The Daily News says: ‘‘The moral of 
it is that the correspondent will turn 
when you tread too hard upon bim, and 
that his determination to let the cat out 
of the bag may yet prove a blessing to 
modern states.” 


FOREIGN INFORMATION 
GATHERED BY OUR CONSULS 


The French consul at Manila has sent 
to his government a dispatch containing 
a long list of enterprises which Ameri- 
cans are establishing in the archipelago, 
and warns his own people that they must 
be up and dofng unless they want to be 
left far in the rear. To translate Wwiefly: 

“The appearance of Manila is destined 
to change in a short time. The intro- 
duction of a new and powerful factor in 
the commercial problem of this country 
will compel Spanish merchants to close 
their houses or to entirely change their 
business methods. American competi- 
tlon has commenced, in fact, to assume 
alarming proportions. What will be the 
importance of this current when these 
newcomers are free to direct the com- 
‘mercial destinies of the Philippines—to 
flood this market with all the products 
of their industries? 

“The English and German merchants, 
formerly masters in this colony, watch 
with keen interest the events now in 
progress and await, with undisguised im- 
patience, the termination of the strug- 
gle between the Americans ard the in- 
Surgents, that they may discern the turn 
that things will take. No one, however, 
doubts that a strong rivalry is about to 
arise, and they regret the past condi- 
tion of affairs and the advantages they 
then possessed. 


“Many of the wealthy people, mixed 
breeds, and Indians have left for Hong 
Kong or suspended business, and, as 
thelr expenditures and style of living 
will be reduced in the future, the value 
of the market as an importing center will 
diminish. It will be more than ever 
necessary for the French merchants to 
study their interests in this market, not 
by dependng upon consular reports, but 
by sending commercial travelers here to 
investigate special lines of business. It 
is probable that under the enterprising 
and energetic methods of American busi- 
ness men, a new and richer market will 
s00n be opened on these islands, both in 
imports and exports.’’

(More American barber chairs should 
find their way into Germany.

Much 
time is spent each day in going from 
house to house. The best way to intro- 
duce these chairs is for our manufact- 
urers to secure membership in some one 
of our export associations which have 
established sample rcooms in the large 
cities of Germany, 

Were any proof needed of the vitality 
of China's foreign trade, the figures for 
1898 would supply it. Various parts of 
the country were disturbed by sporadic 
rebellions of sufficient gravity to check 
business; the Yellow river once more 
burst its banks and flooded enormous 
tracts; an ominous war cloud during the 
greater part of the year made importers 
cautious; the political situation wag full 
of menace; and in September, the news 
from Peking completely disorganized the 
trade of the northern ports. In spite of 
these adverse circumstances, the value 
of the import trade surpassed all pre- 
vious records, while the value of the 
export trade exceeded that of every past 
year with the exception of 1897. The total 
volume of the trade was valued at $25,- 
$19,839, which is the highest on record. 
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The value of the Chinese trade in cot- 
ton piece goods has remained practically 
stationary for three years, having been 
$64,266,423 in 1896, $58,132,164 in 1897, and 
$53,867,464 in 1898. These figures show a 
slight tendency toward decline, but it 
must be remembered that in 1895 the val- 
ue was only $41,180,501. There are certain 
movements in the trade which deserve 
attention. Dutch goods are rapidly los- 
ing ground. The importation of Dutch 
drills in 1896 was 84,334 pieces; in 1897, 
21,862 pieces, and in 1898, only 18,318 pieces. 
Duteh jeans were 54,260 pieces in 1896, 60,- 
8£0 pieces in 1897, and 38,475 pieces in 1598, 
Dutch sheetings have disappeared; they 
cannot keep pace in price and quality 
with those of the United States. The ex- 
port of cottons from India, which lately 
showed so great an advance, has been 
checked by a large home demand. Indian 
T cloths, which amounted to 289,863 pieces 
in 1886 and 367,781 pieces in 1897, fell to 
83,852 pieces in 1898. Of Indian drills, 
39,775 pleces were imported in 1896, 11,243 
pieces in 1897 and only 2,078 pieces in 1898. 
Indian sheetings have declined from 
156,709 pieces in 1896 and 23,700 pieces in 
1897 to 16,520 pieces in 1898. Japanese T 
cloths during the same three years ad- 
vanced as. follows: 12,843 pleces, 24,957 
pieces and 108,663 pieces. Japanese sheet- 


ings show an immense decline, said to be | 


due to inequality of texture, which. han- 
dicaps them in competition with Amerli- 
can goods. Manchester can no longer 
compete with the United States 
importation of drills, Jeans and sheetings, 
owing to the lower prices at which the 
latter country can land this class of 
goods in China.

STATEMENT CREATES A SENSATION 


Conference: Gives the Day to Debate 
and Then Adjourns Until 
Wednesday. 


The Hague, July 17.—The first commit- 
tee of the international peace conference 
met this morning to discuss M. Van 
Kernebeck’s report on the first four 
points of M. Mauravieff’s circular. Such 
differences of opinion developed «hat it 
was ultimately decided that the report 
must be recast. 

It appears that the committee rejected 
the recommendation of «he sub-commit- 
tee, that a clause be appended to the 
declaration of St. Petersburg of 1868, pro- 
hibiting the firing of explosives from ba- 
loong and the use of asphyxiating bombs 
and explosive bullets. Many delegates 
Seemingly had left xhe room, not know- 
ing the question at issue. 

The third committee, or arbitrary com- 
mission, held a plenary meeting, dis- 
cussing international commissions of in- 
quiry and adopting, with certain amend- 
ments, article 56, respecting ihe expenses 
of the tribunal. 

Lhe section of article 54 providing for 
the revision of arbitral awards which the 
Americans had succeeded in adding to 
the original project, was the subject of a 
long debate on the motion of M. de Mar- 
tens, of the Russian delegation, to elim- 
inate the amendmem:. Messrs. Holls and 
Low, of the American delegation, made 
long speeches in defense of revision. 

Mr. Holls, whose remarks were rapidly 
translated into French by ‘M. Des Tour- 
nelles, declared that the Americans would 
be unable to agree to the arbitration 
scheme if revision were stricken out, un- 
Jess whey received further nstructions 
from Washintgon. 

The announcement created a sensation. 
Mr. Holls finally accepted an amendment 
providing that the disputing parties can 
resolve the right of revision by special 
agreement. ‘Lhus the Americans practi- 
cally won their point. An adjournment 
Was taken until Wednesday.

Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
of Athens, brother of the 
missing bank cashier, came to Wrights- 
ville Saturday to ascertain whether or 
not the body of the unknown man found 
in a pond a few miles from here was 
that of his brother. 

The body had undergone decomposition 
to such an extent that only the skeleton 
was left, and it would be impossible to 
identify it by any ordinary means, but 
Dr. Benedict made the assertion that he 
would know hijs brother's skull, and re- 
quested that the remains, which had al- 
ready been buried, be exhumed.

Upon examination it was found th&t the 
skull was that of a middle-aged man, 
and, according to Dr, Benedict, the 
measurements that were made corres- 
ponded exactly with those of his brother. 
The clothes were of the same material as 
those the missing man wore when last 
seen; but the shoes were not like those 
he was accustomed to wearing. 

Dr. Benedict could reach no definite 
conclusion, however, but resolved to pur- 
sue further investigations, and, if neces- 
sary, have the pond drained in order to 
find the teeth, which were not recovered. 
, The body in question was found in a 
pond last Tuesday with an iron weight 
tied to it, and it was at first supposed 
to be that of a man named Yaté@s, but 
further developments show this not to he 
true. It was never thought probable, 
however, that it was the lost Mr. Bene- 
dict, until his brother, hearing that the 
body of an unknown man had been found, 
came to investigate the matter. 

It is not thought probable, by many, 
that this can be the missing banker, but 
until further investigation is made it 
will be impossible to tell. 


EXCITEMENT AT MARIETTA. 


CAUSED BY A NEGRO’S ASSAULT 
ON A WHITE GIRL. 


Wrightsville, 
Dr. Benedict, 


Sheriff and Posse Hunted for the 
Fellow, but Have Not Succeed- 
ed in Catching Him. 


Marietta, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)-~—An 
anknown negro man assaulted Miss Des- 
sie Dickerson, the fifteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. C. C. Dickerson, near Whit- 
lock’s grove, just below town, this 
morning. The young woman is employed 
by the Marietta Paper Manufacturing 
Company, and was on hergway to work 
at an early hour this morning. When she 
reached a low place in the road at a 
point about fifty yards from the Western 
and Atlantic railroad and only a few 
hundred yards from two or three houses, 
the negro assailed her, first catching her 
by the arm and then attempting to choke 
and throw her to the ground. The wo- 
man screamed at the top of her voice, 
and a Mr. Owen, who was not far away, 
heard her screams and ran to her rescue. 
The negro saw Mr. Owen coming and ran 
into the briars nearby, and so far has 
made good his escape. He did not suc- 
cecd in his design, and the woman is 
unhurt, 

Mr. Owen quickly brought the news to 
Marietta, and the sheriff and a posse 
of citizens were soon searching the woods 
and country surrounding the scene. 

Considerable excitement prevailed 
our usually quiet town, and threats of 
violence were made. Men gathered in 
groups on the street corners, and it was 
feared we might have a lynching in case 
the negro was caught. 

About 10 o’clock a negro was caught 
and brought to town for identification. A 
crowd was quickly gathered around the 
jail; but before any treuble could occur, 
the woman was brought and said the 
prisoner was not the man. 

Later in the day another man 
arrested, but was not the one waned. 

The description given by the girl is as 
follows: A large, dark negro; small 
mustache; ial one two upper front 
teeth out: was shabbily dressed, coat and 
pants and ragged shoes.

York city on the south, cross the Palatine 
hill at Rome and reach the Black sea 
only a short distance north of the Bospo- 
rus. Rut nowhere except fn fancy or upon 
the map can one follow a straight course 
in travel. The two main routes to the 
metropolis of the east descend by land 
southeasterly, traversing the great Hun- 
garian plain and the Balkan peninsula, 
or ascend by sea northeasterly from the 
Mediterranean, among the enchanted 
islands of the Greek Aegean. 

Romance and mystery attach to the very 
word Constantinople. The mere mention 
of the name evokes a mirage of associa- 
tion. It lies on the vague borderland of 
east and west and is claimed by them 
both. Under its domes and minarets pro- 
saic mundane facts mingle with legends

and fables as extravagant as the tales of 
the “‘Arablan Nights.’’ Of the east, but 
not wholly in it, and in the west, but 
hardly of it, its natural features, its sit- 
uation and its history set it apart from 
any other city under the sun. In its whole 
self and in all pertaining to it it is unique. 

In the ancient world it was reckoned 
with Jerusalem, Athens and Rome. But 
Jerusalem was always Jewish, Athens al- 
ways Greek and Rome always Roman. 
Constantinople, whether oriental or occt- 
dental, was always cosmopolitan. Jeru- 
salem, Athens and Rome were inland 
cities, though from the two latter one 
might catch a glimpse of the sea. Com- 
munication with the outer world was af- 
forded by their ports of Joppa, Piraeus 
and Ostia. Constantinople was planted on 
the Euxine, or the Black and the 
Marmora which sparkled at her feet. Not 
only did she thus sit upon two seas, but 
she embraced part of Europe and part of 
Asia in her municipal area. No other city 
of mankind has thus spanned the dividing 
line to continents. The Thracian Bospo- 
rus, on whose banks she rose, was the 
common and only highway, the only me- 
dium of intercourse which’ brought to- 
gether the lands lining the Mediterranean 
and those vast regions stretching, un- 
bounded, westward, northward and east- 
ward from the Euxine. This route over 
which the nations traveled was to con- 
stantinople her own private thoroughfare, 
her principal street among other streets. 
It narowed to than half a mile in 
width, as if to bring nearer to each other 
her churches, palaces and humbler dwell- 
ings which in unbroken succession fring- 
ed either bank. At the southern extrem- 
ity of the strait was the triangular pen- 
insula, whose eastern apex served as the 
focus around which she grouped concen- 
tric layers of population. Reaching out 
for adjacent territory, as do Chicago and 
New York now, she identified with her- 
self and appropriated the entire cluster 
of cities and villages not only lying upon 
but in the vicinity of the Bosporus. 
Though spreading so far in every direc- 
tion, the entire land area comprised is

Scutari, one the Asiatic :Ple of the Bos- 
porus, beloved of the Ottomans, the Arabs, 
the Persians and dwellers from the still 
farther east, consists of low wooden build- 
ings with jealous latticed windows, where 
opposite balconies almost touch across 
narrow, gloomy and crooked streets. There 
the significant and dominant feature in 
the landscape is the prodigious cemetery, 
with thousands of cypresses and millions 
of moslem graves. In the stillness and 
the apathy, not only of the silent ceme- 
ter, but of the silent close-shut houses and 
the silent, repellent streets, one feels as 
if in the presence of the dead. Stagnation 
and torpidity seem to freight the air. And 
yet, as he quits the graves and the moldy 
Turkish dwellings on the crest of the hull 
in front he gazes at the American col- 
lege for girls, founded by American phi- 
lanthropy and devoted to the elevation of 
the women of the east. 

Stamboul, on its peninsula between the 
Golden Horn and the Bosporus, with Gala- 
ta-Pera on the right and Scutari on the 
left, is an unwilling compromise between 
the two. It posesses the frowning Turk- 
ish fortress of the seven towers and the 
many-walled seraglio of the sultans, both 
long since abandoned, and the spot where 
stood the barracks and the mosque of 
the janissaries, now hardly more than a 
memory like that execrable but formid- 
able military corps. But it also possesses 
the broadest and best-kept macadamized 
street in the city, and the bustling rail- 
way station, where arrive and whence de- 
part the trains in direct communication 
with Vienna and Paris. In some respects 
it is more modern than Pera. In others

it seems older than Scutari. Stamhpul 
faces in two directions, both forward and 
backward. But the relentless breath cf 
western energy is blowing upon it. Its 
walls, reared by Byzantine emperors, are 
being demolished to furnish stone for the 
quays in process of construction by a 
German company. The crumbling and 
earthquake-shaken bazaars are rapidly 
being replaced by shops with plate-glass 
windows and signs in French. 

There is no less variety in the location 
of the city upon the water. Other cities 
are built on a river or a bay or the shore 
of the sea. Constantinople is built upon

comparatively small. Different sheets of 
water occupy the larger part of the su- 
perficial extent and serve as means f 
communication. For centuries thousands 
of light caiques darted from point to point, 
carrying passengers hither and thither, 
but the graceful craft, are now fast dis- 
appearing in an age of steam. 

No language can do justice to the beauty 
and magnificence of the site which Con- 
stantinople occuples. He who has seen It 
onee can never forget the spectacle. He 
to whom it is most familiar will find it 
impossible to describe. The enthusiastic 
exclamation of Lamartine expresses the 
truth: ‘There God and man, nature and 
art, have together created and placed the 
most marvelous point of view which the 
human eye can contemplate upon earth.”’ 

Constantinople is a scene of infinite va- 
riety. No other adjective so fitly indicates 
its constantly changing contrasts as the 
word kaléidoseopic. The ancient, the 
mediaeval and the modern jostle against 
one ano®*ner on every hand.

no two localities look alike. The villages

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WHO IS TO BLAME FOR THIS? 


Negro Kept in Penitentiary Two 
Years After Sentence Served. 
LaGrange, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—Clerk 
of Troup Superior Court W. L. Cleave- 
land today received a letter from Goodloe 
Yancey, secretary of the prison commis- 
sionof Georgia, asking for a certified copy 
of the sentence of Jube Pool, a negro con- 
vict sent from this county. The law re- 
quires a copy of the sentence to accom- 
pany a convict when he is taken to the 
penitentiary, but the letter stated that if 
a copy had ever been sent to that office, 
it was now lost. The penitentiary record, 
according to Colonel Yancey’s letter, shows 
the negro to have entered upon a five-year 
sentence November 9, 1897, but Jube in- 
sisted that he entered the penitentiary in 
the year ‘92, and that his time is more 
than out. The penitentiary record and 
Jube’s claim is about five years apart. 
Evidently one of them isin error. Clerk 
Cleaveland, upon the receipt of the letter, 
began at once a search through the rec- 
ords of his office and finds that Jube is 
sustained by then and that he in fact has 
served almost two years more than the 
court ordered him to be punished. The su- 
perior court record of this county shows 
that Judge S. W. Harris on November 138, 
18%, sentenced Jube Pool to serve five 
years at hard labor in the penitentiary 
for the offense of burglary. According to 
this record the negro’s time is more than 
out and he should have been turned loose 
in ’97. Colonel Yancey has not been secre- 
tary of the commission a great while and 
is not responsible for the record in his 
office, which shows the negro to have en- 
tered the penitentiary November 9, 1897.

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The Future of the University. 

The renewed interest which is now 
being taken in the affairs of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia is one of the most 
pleasing signs of the times. 

In a letter printed elsewhere from 
Mr. Clifford N. Walker, one of the 
younger alumni, expression is given to 
this feeling of hopeful concern, 

Mr. Walker sketches the decadence 
of support to the university and con- 
cludes that itg rescue from this condi- 
tion was due to the prompt support of 
the alumni in rallying to their alma 
mater. While in the development 
of events calculated to build up the 
university debatable questions have 
arisen, yet he traces with hope the 
work of the board of trustees in its 
recent election of chancellor and in 
the direction which it has given to 
this new start which the university is 
to take for the coming century. 

On the line of Mr. Walker's views it 
is well to mention the fact that few 
men have started upon the perform- 
ance of a life duty with more of accom- 
plishment ahead of them and with 
more heartfelt sympathy extended 
toward them in their work than now 
fails to the lot of “Chancellor Hill. 
The people of this state now recog- 
nize more than ever the great debt 
which they owe to the university, and 
at the same time they fully appreciate 
the great need in which they stand of 
the work which a well-conducted uni- 
versity can do for them. ‘Thus for’ 
once the people are united in a belief 
in the emergency of the situation, and 
they have appointed to lead them a 
gentieman so gifted in his accomplish- 
ments and so surrounded in environ- 
ment that we have a right to look for 
more energetic work than has ever 
been accomplished in the past. The 
assistance which has thus been given 
to our great educational institution by 
the alumni should not fail, but should 
continue until it is so endowed and 
fortified that it can meet all the re- 
quirements made of it by the people. 

As Mr.’ Walker says, “Mr. Hill is of 
our number.” Let us close in around 
him and make the university what all 
of its friends believe that it should be. 
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The “Will Protesting” Evil. 

One of the most amusing features of 
the operation of the present day pro- 
bate courts is the commendable habit 
possessed by many relatives of contest- 
ing the will of a deceased person. It 
is noticeable, however, that only under 
one condition is a will contested—that 
is when it is not made in favor of the 
aforesaid affectionate relatives.

It may be im- 
agined that the kith and kin of this 
lady were exceedingly solicitoug of the 
comfort of the wealthy lady while she 
was in the flesh. It is even to be sup- 
posed that her deathbed was sur- 
rounded by faithful cousins and sisters 
and aunts and her pillow drenched 
with melancholy tears, through which 
glittered the assurance that $5,000,000 
has a wonderful effect in absorbing 
these precious testaments of sorrow. 
All this was very beautiful 
fving, but unfortunately 
counted by the fact

| the opulent old lady, and wound up by 
vigorously attacking her will in the 
courts. It is consoling to relate, how- 
ever, that the surrogate ruled that Mra 
Johnson was in excellent health and 
spirits when the will was made; conse- 
quently the religious objects of her 
beneficence are in the full enjoyment 
of her wealth. 

It is always a peculiar fact that the 
people most interested do not discover 
a sign of mental incapacity in a rela- 
tive of means until he or she dies and 
leaves a rich estate to other people or 
institutions. The dear beloved is care- 
fully nursed and cared for tn his or 
her dotage, every little whim ig grati- 
fied, and a daily boast is that ‘‘dear 
grandma (or grandpa, ag the case may 
be) is so wonderful for her years. All 
her mental! faculties are so well pre- 
served, and in fact, were it not for ex- 
treme feebleness, she could participate 
in our own active duties and enjoy- 
ments.”’ Yes, grandma is in tiptop 
shape, in every conceivable meaning of 
that much abused term; but if she is 
foolish or criminal enough to leave her 
money to those whom she thinks, in 
her weakness of mind, deserve or need 
it most, the case igs changed. Bither she 
was before her demise a fit subject 
for an asylum for the insane, or she 
has heen senile enough to yield to the 
“undue influence” of outsiders and pass 
over dutiful and faithful relatives in 
the disposal of that which happens to 
be her own. 

It is gratifying, however, to observe 
that the probate courts throughout the 
country are beginning to see behind 
this slim pretext. An unprejudiced 
judge has sufficient discernment and 
knowledge of human nature to favor 
the right in such cases, and thus in- 
Stances of posthumous insanity are 
daily more rare. Incidentally, the af- 
fectionate ante-mortem relative is be- 
ginning to lose his grip and to be rat- 
ed at his true value. 
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Popularity of American Locomotives. 

New evidences daily testify to the 
popularity of every variety of Amer- 
ican manufacture in foreign markets. 
Most noteworthy in this direction is 
the heavy and universal demand for 
American-made locomotives. The 
Baldwin company, of Philadelphia, has 
now completed or in process of con- 
struction, eighty steam engines des- 
tined for Finland, China, England and 
France. 

This shows the wide and cosmopoli- 
tan character of the field of American 
manufacture. It is also interesting 
to observe that where once it has at- 
tained a foothold, the popularity of the 
American locomotive has never suf- 
fered from foreign competition. Its 
superiority seems to be_ go evident 
that it only requires a_e single 
personal experience for its demonstra- 
tion. In Russia and China especially 
have the great American moguls won 
the admiration and support of experts 
and railway authorities alike. In Eng- 
land they enter into competition with 
the home-made article, and not infre- 
quently score a signal triumph. Other 
continental countries are beginning 
to realize the reliability of our iron 
steeds, and are placing orders in quick 
succession and remunerative dimen- 
sions. 

Export and manufactures form the 
very life-blood of a nation’s progress. 
Let us hope that the operators of our 
factories will appreciate the oppor- 
tunities offered them and bring the 
United States into the foremost posi- 
tion of international commerce for 
which destiny intended them. 
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Mr. Carnegie’s Steady Munificence. 

Charity and philanthropy are of no 
avail unless they are persistent and 
consistent. Andrew Carnegie, the mil- 
lionaire steel baron, seems to have 
realized the truth of this axiom, and 
the steady manner in which he is ap- 
plying his surplus wealth toward the 
good of the classes is a fine example 
to the more niggardly members of the 
gilded financial aristocracy. 

The latest instance of Mr. Carne- 
gie’'s whole-souled generosity is giv- 
en in his tender of a $50,000 public 
library to the people of East Liver- 
pool, O. Mr. Carnegie spent geveral 
years of his youth in this flourishing 
town, and in his opulent prime desires 
to exert his influence toward an uplift- 
ing of the children of the men with 
whom he used to associate. The 
only condition imposed ig the one ex- 
acted in Atlanta—that the city furnish 
the site for the building. There is 
little doubt that this stipulation will 
be observed, and that East Liverpool 
will have a public library excelling 
that of any town of its size in the 
Buckeye State. : 

There were many who, when Mr. 
Carnegie inaugurated his philanthropic 
campaign, sniffed at his benevolent 
purposes and said that they would 
only survive long enough to secure 
the canny Scotchman due newspaper 
notoriety. But the years have passed, 
and Mr. Carnegie has not ceased in 
his good work of expending his mil- 
lions for the public good. He seems 
to be nearer daily to that desired ha- 
ven where he will not entertain the 
fear of “dying rich.” It is not in 
sporadic instances that he has _ evi- 
denced his public spirit. Time and 
time again, and often when he had no 
rersonal interest in the community, 
has he shown that his plans were of 
the kind that extend over the years 
and which do not depend for suste- 
rance on public approval or visible 
results.

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| SOME SOLID FORTUNES 
AND THEIR BASIS. 


The other day I called attention to the 
fact that four wealthy Atlantians who 
died within the past month or so made 
their fortunes out of their investments in 
real estate. 

Naturally, this statement started an in- 
teresting train of thought, and our oid- 
timers are recalling the names of many 
well-known citizens who became rich 
through their faith in Atlanta dirt. 

It would be an easy matter to make out 
a long list of such men, but in a brief 
article like this, intended only to be 
glanced at on a midsummer day, it Is 
not necessary to go exhaustively into 
the subject. 

Perhaps the best way to strike the av- 
erage reader is to connect this gossip with 
the names of a few successful men who 
departed this life only a short time ago. 

The late D. P. Morris was a quiet bus!l- 
ness man. He had so little to say about 
his affairs, and was so simple in his mode 
of life that the great majority of his 
fellow-citizens underestimated his wealth, 
and when he died they were astonished 
to learn that he left behind him quite a 
large estate. 

Mr. Morris was a believer in Atlanta, 
and he invested his money in city prep- 
erty. He could not have done a wiser 
thing. Whether he toiled or rested, kept 
awake or went to sleep, his bits of land, 
scattered here and there, took care of his 
interests, day and night, and eteadily 
rose in value.

The rich men of the world who 
inspire the greatest confidence are in al- 
most every instance the owners of val-

A business man of considerable expe- 
rience indorsed these views heartily. 

“You might make this point,’ he said 
significantly, ‘‘ the only men here who 
could borrow money during our last panie 
were the owners of good central property. 
That is worth talking about.”’ 

With these ideas and facts picked up 
in a hurried touch and go talk with a few 
bright men, I walked off to enjoy one of 
my favorite pastimes—a glance at the 
Gate City during the first quarter of the 
twentieth century.

If you missed it, get it and read it now. 
Natural and artificial conditions have 
placed Atlanta at the apex of a triangle 
of transportation lines running from this 
point to New York in the east and Chica- 
go in the west.

There is only one Atlanta, and there is 
no possibility of another within compet- 
ing distance. Certain controlling advant- 
ages here cannot be had at any other 
southern point and capitalists and men of 
enterprise know it. 

All that we have to do is to continue 
as wide-awake, progressive, public-spirit- 
ed and united as we were in our best 
days and Atlanta will have 300,000 people 
and be a big commercial and industrial 
center by the time our school boys are 
reay to go into business for themselves.

| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


The Future of the University. 


Editor Constitution—For a number of 
years there has been developing through- 
out the state a spirit of dissatisfaction 
and restlessness concerning the affairs 
of the University of Georgia. Be the 
cause of this unrest what it may, the 
board of trustees, in a persevering and 
conscientious way worthy of the noble 
men of whom it is composed, has studied 
its problems and sought manfully to tind 
the remedy for its every ill. 

The question of athletics has received 
the careful attention of the board and 
a movement has been inaugurated look- 
ing to the systematic purification of ath- 
letics. A literary magazine, receiving the 
enthusiastic support of the trustees, and 
a series of annual intercollegiate debates 
witha mafked increase in interest in the 
societies have resulted in a literary spirit 
never before known in the history of tl® 
institution. The idea of larger dormitories 
and mess halls, bringing the advantages 
of a college education in reach of a con- 
stantly increasing number of poor boys, 
has been quietly but firmly studied out 
and as a result a foundation has already 
been laid wpon which will soon be reared 
a superstructure surprising in its propor- 
tions. 

Other minor matters have received the 
able and conscientious attention of the 
trustees. But these have been overshad- 
owed, in the minds of the people at least, 
by the great agitation over the chancel- 
lorship and the chair of English. Con- 
cerning the latter, I have always thought 
that, though he had faults, like all mor- 
tals, the late professor of English was 
‘“‘more-sinned against than sinning.’’ But 
as in the case of the great Baptist semi- 
nary controversy over Dr, Whitsitt, who 
ls a transcendantly pure, able and at- 
tractive man personally, the unfortunate 
agitation and division arose and there 
could be but one result. This trouble, 
too, is at an end and the board will, 
beyond all question, fill the chair in an 
entirely satisfactory manner. 

The resignation of Dr. Boggs simplified 
the situation as to the chancellorship, 
and since commencement of 1898 the eyes 
of the people have been turned upon the 
trustees, al] of them being greatly inter- 
ested and all who knew the character of 
the members of the board being thor- 
oughly confident that the issue would be 
met and the best interest of the state 
served. 

The Hon. W. B. Hill, of Macon, has 
been selected and has accepted. 1 do not 
know Mr. Hill personally. But it is evi- 
dent from what is said of him that his 
selection is an ideal one. It is not my 
purpose to write of him as others who 
know him have written and are writing 
of him and the press of Georgia is com- 
mending the trustees for their selection. 
It is tu the alumni and to the people of 
zeorgia that I appeal. The board of 
trustees has conscientiously and sacrific- 
ingly served them and has served thr#n 
well. Every alumnus knows that this 
board a few years ago rescued the uni- 
versity from all but ruln. And now they 
have guided the old ship of our love 
through the breakers of internal dissen- 
tion till she stands today, and I declare 
she does so stand, ready to go forward 
and fulfill her high destiny or to decay, as 
the alumni and the people nourish and 
support her from this day onward. 

The University of Georgia was found- 
ed in a spirit which marked thé estab- 
lishment of Harvard, Yale and the other 
great colleges of the north and east. Its 
history has been the history of the de- 
velopment of the state. It has ever been 
tolerant and friendly to the other educa- 
tional tnstitutions. It is the property, it 
is the ward, it is the very child of the 
people of the state of Georgia. And [ be- 
lieve that now these Georgians, in the 
spirit of true Georgians, will rally to the 
support of an institution that can be 
made of such powerful influence for 
good. There is room for Mercer with 
more than one one-hundred-thousand-dol- 
lar increase in endowment. There is room 
for Emory with more than 500 students. 
The green, ignorant country boys, of 
whom l was a typical representative, 
have always been in the majority at 
Athens and I wish to say with ail the em- 
phasis of my being that the intellectual 
and moral hope of our people is the bring- 
ing of a thorough education to these 
same green, ignorant but plucky country 
boys. Let the people of Georgia make 
their university what the universities of 
many other states no larger or more pros- 
perous are and it will be the pride of 
the state and an unbounded power for 
good. 

One word to the alumni. Mr. Hill is of 
our number. As the trustees have la- 
bored with personal sacrifice, so does the 
new chancellor enter upon his work. If 
we are grateful to our alma mater, and 
her sons are grateful, we will gather 
around Chancellor Hill and allow him 
to understand that we are with him in 
his every work for the university. Let the 
older and more able give liberally to the 
endowment fund; let the younger alumni 
give of their smaller means and of their 
enthusiasm to the building up of the 
old university in its every department. 
May the alumni rally together till in love 
and devotion of her sons Georgia is 
known as the Yale of the south.

No Political Campaign Being Waged, 
This Summer. 


FIRST TIME IN FIVE YEARS 
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That the People Have Not Beeq 
Stirred Up Politically, 


GOVERNOR M’SWEENEY’S ADMINISTRATION 


Seems To Give Satisfaction—Hig 
Plan as to the Constabulary, 
The Seaboard’s Victory. 
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Columbia, July 17.—(Special.)—Midsum. 
mer quietness seems to have prevailed 
throughout the state of South Carolina 
during the week just passed. One—in- | 
deed, the chief reason for this is to be 
found in the fact that for the first time 
in five summers no political campaign 
is on. Every year has witnessed a hot! 
canvass for regular and special] elections: 
and the people are really charmed tg! 
be free from political excitement this 
summer. Governor McSweeney has now 
been in office nearly two months and so 
far has appeared to give general Satis- 
faction in the administration of his Office, 
He has been pursuing a very conservative 
course. Even his action in reducing the 
liquor constabulary force to a minimum 
has met with universal satisfaction. I 
understand it is not unlikely that he wil]: 
ere long do away with the constabulary 
altogether and cut the foree to about a 
dozen detectives who will work upe 
turn their evidence over to magistrates 
and leave it to other officers to make 
searches and raids. The idea ts to let 
the names of these detectives be known 
just as city detectives are known and 
thus obviate the idea of a “spy” syg-! 
tem which seems so obnoxious. Of course’ 
the governor declines to talk about this. 
matter, but it is said that he is thinking 
of such a plan. 

Governor McSweéney is indorsing @. 
plan proposed by Secretary of State! 
Cooper looking to the levying of an addi- 
tional tax on the property of the state 
for several years for the purpose of the 
completion of the state capitol It will, 
take about $300,000 to’ do the work. The: 
proposal has struck a popular chord and 
the press of the state is practically unan< 
imous in favor of the plan. 

The Seaboard’s Victory. 

Early in the week the chief justice of 
the supreme court declined to interfere 
in the matter of the taking of Sidney 
park, in this city, by the Seaboard Air- 
Line system for its terminals and depots 
in Columbia. There has been a hard fight 
by four wealthy people against the con-« 
version of the purk, but the city was 
practically unanimous on the subject. As 
it is the Seaboard gets twenty-three 
acres of what all visitors to Columbia 
characterize as the most beautiful natur- 
al park in the southern states. It is 
capable of development limited only by 
the amount of money expended. The Sea- 
board's engineers are now hard at work 
in the park. Work on the extension from 
Cheraw here that will connect the pres- 
ent Seaboard Air-Line main line with the 
recently acquired Florida Central and 
Peninsular system, has begun and will 
be rapidiy pushed. Mr. St. John says 
trains must be run trom New York to 
Tampa over it on January Ist. The 
engineers who are surveying the Sea- 
board's proposed line from Augusta to 
Charleston, which will be only about 120 
miles in jength, have reached Summer- 
ville on their way to the coast. 

New City Hail Building. 

It has been determined during the 
week to erect a new $0,v00 city hall Duild- 
ing in Columbia. 

A startling proposition has been made 
this week looking to the establishment of 
a Greater Columbia by a consolidation of 
the counties of Richland and Lexington, 
separated now by the Congaree river. 
This would mean the taking in of tne 
prosperous town of Brookland, across 
the river from Columbia, and four or five 
suburban settlements. 

Real estate has gone up in price fully 
30 per cent in Columbia ip the last few. 
months. ’ 

Experiments in Tobacco Culture. 

In Newberry experiments are being 
made this season with the culture of to- 
bacco. Reports from the fields planted 
indicate great success in the future. 

The extremely dry weather this sé@a- 
son has resulted in rather small sized 
plants. 

in criminal cireles this week things 
were much quieter than last week. Near 
Little Rock, Marion county, a constable, 
R. R. Webster, had to kill a negro who 
was defying arrest. The fellow fled from 
the state some months ago. He returned 
and was terrorizing a neighborhood whea 
the officer went for him. He tried te 
kill the officer with a shotgun, but the 
constable was too quick for him. 

In Laurens yesterday a negro boy, 
who was shot in May of last year, died 
of his wound. The case is considered by 


the physicians a most remarkable one. 


The bullet took away part of one of the 
vertebrae in the back, causing 
paralysis.

Ardinance To Restrict Street 


Preaching Was Defeated, 
ACTION WAS UNANIMOUS 


It Was a Signal Victory for the Atlanta 
Ministers, 


$R, McDONALD MADE FINE ADDRESS 


Dr. Landrum and Ulysses Lewis Also | 


Made Able Arguments—Council 
Refused To Interfere in 
Any Manner with the 
Street Preachers.

Street preaching in Atlanta 
only been restricted, but on the contrary, 


has not 
council by its action yesterday afternoon 
gave it wider scope. Preachers may now 
hold services at any time and at any 
place they desire, which ineludes both the 
streets of the city and the parks in the 
suburbs. 

The city council unanimously refused to 
adopt a resolution introduced by Council- 
man Hammond, upon request of Mayor 
Woodward, which provided for the 
striction of street preaching in Atlanta, to 
the extent that the mayor should be ap- 
plied to for a permit by any one desiring 
to conduct a public meeting, and which 
gave the chief of police the right to des- 
ignate the places in which open air meet- 
ings were to be held. 

It was a complete victory for the min- 
isters who addressed the council upon rhe 
proposed ordinance yesterday afternoon. 
The ordinance over which the question 
arose provided for the regulating of pub- 
lic meetings both on the streets und in 
the parks. It will be remembered that 
Dr. A. R. Holderby was last week refused 
permission to preach near the band stird 
in Grant park, and it is now an open 
question as to whether the action of 
council yesterday afternoon does not yive 
him the right to preach either there or 
in any other public place he choses. 

The resolution yesterday afternoon was 
the result of the recent action of the 
police commissioners. That voard decided 
to use its influence to restrict the street 
preaching in Atlanta, the matter having 
been brought up by Commissioner Ken- 
drick. A committee, consisting of Mayor 
Woodward, Chief of Police Manly and 
City Attorney Anderson was appointed to 
meet and put the matter in proper shade 
for action by council. The committee ap- 
pointed instructed City Attorney Ander- 
son to draft an ordinance restricting the 
street preaching. ahis was the resolu- 
tion which was yesterday afternoon in- 
troduced in council meeting, and it is here 
given for the first time: 

The Defeated Ordinance. 

An ordinance to regulate the holding 
of public meetings on the streets and 
in the parks of the city: 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the 
mayor and general council that the 
mayor be, and is hereby authorized, 
to grant written permits to hold pub- 
lic meetings on the streets of this

2. It shall be the duty of 
the chief of police, on application of 
the persons holding such permits, to 
indicate the place on the street, or 
streets, where such meetings shall be 
held. 

Sec. 3. <Any person holding a 
public meeting on the streets of said 
city without such permit, or at any 
other place than that designated by 
the chief of police, shall be fined by 
the recorder not more than $100 or be 
sent to work on the public works of 
the city not more than thirty days. 
Councilman Maddox, noting the pres- 

ence of several ministers, concluded that 
they desired addressing council upon the 
proposed street preaching ordinance, and

brought the matter to the attention of 
council. 

There was the usual rustling and mov- 
ing in seats which forecasts an interest- 
ing event in a public meeting, and when 
Councilman Maddox resumed his seat, 
Councilman Hammond announced that 
he had been handed a communication to 
council from the mayom which he pre- 
sumed contained the proposed new ordi- 
nance. It was introduced by Councilman 
Hammond, who then moved to suspend 
the rules in order that citizens might ad- 
dress council upon the proposed ordi- 
nance, 

Dr. Henry McDonald Talks. 

Dr. Henry McDonald, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, advanced within the 
charmed circle of council, and with very 
little ceremony began his address. 

‘“Fhis is the first time since I have been 
a resident of Atlanta,”’ said Dr.. McDon- 
ald, ‘that I have had the honor of ad- 
dressing the city council, the men who 
have been chosen to represent the people 
of this great city. There is one fact that 
I want. to impress upon you. There is 
no class or sect in Atlanta that is more 
loyal to the city than the Baptists, and 
hone are more deeply imbued with the 
Atlanta spirit than the ministers. We 
are pledged by our faith and by our pro- 
fession to uphold you, and we do desire to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with you for 
the good of the city. I believe all of you 
Want to do what is right and I know 
you will do what you believe to be right. 

“Iam glad you gentlemen are interested 
in preaching, and TI hope you are as in- 
terested in house preaching as you are in 
the street preaching. The question that 
is now before you is not new. It {s not 
The followers on earth today of 
all faiths have met with this same op- 
position that is now proposed to put in 


| pactice in Atlanta. 


“Our forefathers, having met with this 


a 
Same question in the old world, came to 


what was then a new continent. deter- 
mined to practice their own religion in 
their own way and force others to do So, 
too. This same question has been fought 
time and time again. Eloquence has been 
expended in discussing it; blood has beeh 
spilled in opposing it. 

“It is one of the first principles of our 
gfovernment, for which our forefathers 
spilled their blood and which every native 
born American has in his very soul—that 
free speech is the first thing American: 
that without it all else fails. And such 
free speech you propose to restrict. It 
is the intention of the ordinance to pre- 
vent the preachers of Atlanta from pro- 
claiming the gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ on the streets of this Christian 
city. 

“It provides that the preachers must 
go before the mayor for a permit to pro- 
claim this gospel. Now the mayor is an 
honorable man, but if the best and most 
honorable man that this country has ever 
produced—if Paul should come to earth—I 
would not ask him; I would not ask any 
man who ever sat in that chair,’’ and Dr. 
McDonald indicated Mayor Pro Tem. 
Mitchell, who presided over council, ‘‘and 
you are an honor to it. I would not ask 


, any man for a permit to preach the gosy 


pel of the Lord Jesus Christ on the streets 
of any city on earth.’”’ 

At this point Dr. McDonald was inter- 
rupted by loud applause. He continued: 

‘‘Robert Ingersoll has just as much right 
to stand on the streets of Atlanta and 
proclaim his atheism as I have to preach 
the gospel, and I would protect him as 
much as I would Dr. Landrum or.Dr. Van 
Ness or Dr. Broughton or anyone else of 
my faith. That is religious liberty. Fools 
and cranks, Jews and Gentiles, Catholics 
and Protestants, all have the right to 
proclaiming their views on the streets of 
this city and it is your duty as the guar- 
dians’ of this city to protect them. That 
is your re/fsious freedom.”’ 

Minister Read Resolutions. 

Dr. McDonald asked permission to read 
the following resolutions, adopted yester- 
day morning at a meeting of the Baptist 
ministers: 

Whereas, we learn that an effort is 
to be made today to have the city 
council pass an ordinance limiting 
street preaching to certain places and 
men whose doctrine and manner shall 
be acceptable; 

And, whereas, as Baptists, we have 
ever stood in oppositjon to the inter- 
ference on the part of the state with 
the religion of any sect or individual; 

And, whereas, this proposed ordi- 
nance strikes directly at our old doc- 
trine of religious liberty, 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we 
urge’ the council to take no action 
which will favor any sect, creed, in- 
dividual or place in the exercise of 
religious rights and privileges.

SURPRISE SPRUNL 
IN RAILWAY FIGHT 


Old line May Bring About 
Another Sharp Contention, 


EXTENDS = 10 — LAKEWOOD 


Is Old Atlanta Electric Railway, Built 
by D. , Livermore. 


ATKINSON WANTS 10 BUY, IT 15 SAID 


The Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company Gives Notice That 
It Has Option To Purchase. 

The Situation in 
Court. 


The Atlanta Electric railway, a short 
line which extends from Lakewood to 
Ridge avenue, now being operated by the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
became the factor ‘n an importiunt liti- 
gation yesterday morning in the United 
States court, and may bring on another 
contention between the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company and H. M. Atkinson, 

The beginning of the litigation, which 
was discussed yesterday and crexted the 
situation between the parties, dates back 
to the time the three-mile line was con- 
structed by D. H. Livermore, at one time 
well known here as a promoter and cap- 
italist, five years. ago. 

Livermore, it is claimed, bullt 
the road, owned the principal] 
amount of stock in the under- 
taking, and took a mortgage on it for 
$25,000. He later gave another mortzage 
to the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, of Boston, Mass., for about $10,000. 

Livermore borrowed from W. M. Leary, 
of this city, $10,000 and gave as security 
the $25,000 mortgage which he held on 
the Atlanta Electric Railway Company. 
The debt to Mr. Leary \fms never paid. 
The holder allowed it to run on for a 
short time, and then proceeded to fore- 
the $25,000 mortgage, to get his 
money borrowed by Livermore. 

This mortgage was a prior lien to that 
held by the American Loan and Trust 
Company. 

When the railway 
foreclosure proceedings, it 
by Mr. Leary. The loan and trust 
pany still held its mortgage against the 
property and asked that the property be 
resold, in order that the company might 
get some of tg: amount of its claim. 

Mr. Leary, through his attorney, Bur- 
ton Smith, declined to allow the property 
to be sold again, but made the proposi- 
that if the loan and trust company 
would liquidate the claim #hid by Mr. 
Leary, it could own the road. This prop- 
osition the loan and trust company re- 
fused to accept. 

Mr. Leary, owning the road, did not 
wish to operate it. He therefore leased 
if to the Consolidated, granting the latter 
company’ the right of purchase at the end 
of a given time. This option has not ex- 
pired. The figure at which Mr, Leary 
offered tto sell to the Consolidated was 
$9,500. 

The motion to resell the property, in- 
stituted by the Boston company, came 
up before Judge Newman yesterday 
morning. Since the filing of the motion 
to resell, the Consolidated has been 
operating the line to Lakewood, and the 
Boston company has been seeking its 
money. Mr. Leary has repeatedly said 
the rental he received from the road paid 
good interest on his loan, and if the 
Boston company wanted to get its money, 
it only had to pay Mr. Leary the amount 
of his loan, with interest, 

In the meantime the Consolidated made 
no move to take advantage of the option 
which it held for the road. 

When the hearing was called yesterday 
morning Mr. Alex King, of King & Spald- 
ing, tendered on behalf of the American 
Loan and Trust Company, of Boston, a 
certified check for $11,000, the amount of 
Mr. Leary’s claim. 

Immediately the Consolidated filed a 
plea in which it contended that it had an 
option to purchase the property, and sig- 
niflied a willingness to do so. 

Mr. King pleaded surprise, and asked 
the court to give him time to investigate 
and see what merit was in the petition 
of the Consolidated. The court's decision 
on the matter was postponed. 

It is believed that Mr. King in making 
the tender of the certified check to liqul- 
date the claim of Mr. Leary was for the 
purpose of obtaining possession of the 
road for the American Loan and Trust 
Company, and incidentally for Mr. At- 
kir son. . 

It is evident that the Consolidated in 
setting up its right to purchase, wishes to 
obtain the possession of the road. 

Mr. Atkinson, when asked last night, 
said that he knew nothing of the matter, 
and had nothing to do with the proceed- 
ings of, yesterday. 

President Ernest Woodruff said he did 
not care to discuss the matter. 

The line extends for three miles through 
the southern portion of the county. It 
runs through a corner of the newly pur- 
chased property for the government 
prison site, and connects one of the most 
popular resorts near the city with At- 
lanta. For*these reasons it is very de- 
sirable. 

Mr. Burton Smith represented Mr. 
Leary in the case; Goodwin & Hallman 
represent the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, and King & Spalding, the 
American Loan and Trust Company.

WILL SEEK GOLD DEPOSITS. 
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State Geologist Yeates Leaves To 
Make an Exhaustive Survey 
in Lower Counties. 

State Geologist W. S. Yeates left late 
yesterday afternoon for Newnan to be gin 
aun extensive survey of gold deposits in 
that part of the state. A number of the 
counties in that section win be visited 
and the data collected wMi ove put in shape 
for the next report from the geological 
department. 

This work will embrace all the counties 
not included ih the first report, which 
Was issued in October, and it is probable 
that some time will be consumed in the 
survey. 

The counties to be visited are Wilkes, 
Columbia, Mcbuffie, Lincoln, Kibert, 
Banks and others, and it is pronable that 
uuditional surveys will be tnade in a num- 
ber of other counties so that a full re- 
port, in the shape of an appendix, will 
bring the original report up to date. 

The book of deposits issued from the 
geological department in October last was 
one ot the most complete and exhaustive 
vf its kind ever issued in the state and 
contains matters of unusual value to all 
interested in the gold deposits of Georgia. 

Since that report many rich finds have 
been reported and Professor Yeates hopes, 
after the present work is complettd, to 
fully esia@biish the fact that the belt of 
sold deposits in the nortnwestern part 
of the state is of considerabie wicth. 

The state geologist has met with gratt- 
fying success in his surveys and the next 
report is expected to touch the subject in 
such a manner as to leave little to be done 
for several years to come.

Make an Exhaustive Survey 
in Lower Counties. 
W. 8S. Yeates left late 
yesterday afternoon for Newnan to begin 
an extensive survey of gold deposits tin 
that part of the state. A number of the 
counties in that section wit be visited 
and the data collected wMi ve put in shape 
for the next report from the geological 
department. 

This work will embrace all the counties 
not included ih the first report, which 
Was issued in October, and it is probable 
that some time will be consumed in the 
survey. 

The counties to be visited are Wilkes, 
Columbia, MecbDuffie, Lincoln, Elbert, 
banks and others, and it is pronable that 
uudilional surveys will be tnade in a num- 
ber of other counties so that a full re- 
port, in the shape of an appendix, will 
bring the original report up to date. 

The book of deposits issued from the 
geviogical department in October last was 
ol the most complete and exhaustive 
wf its kind ever issued in the state and 
contains matters of unusual value to all 
interested in the gold deposits of Georgia. 

Since that report many rich finds have 
been reported and Professor Yeates hopes, 
present work is complettd, to 
fully esidblish the facet that the belt of 
gold deposits in the nortnwestern part 
of the state is of considerable wicth. 

The state geologist has met with grati- 
fying success in his surveys and the next 
report is expected to touch the subject in 
such a manner as to leave little to be done 
for several years to come,

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Expected That Many Officers Sta- 
tioned in Atlanta Will Take Ad- 
vantage of Free Instruction. 


Hereafter the officers of the army and 
navy of the United States will be allowed 
to take the courses of study at the Geor- 
gia School of Technology tree of charge. 

This important step was taken at the 
last meeting of the board of trustees, 
and President Lyman Hall was author- 
ized to act in the matter for the best 
interests of the school. 

It is well known that: the 
Japoratory equipment of the 
surpassed by but few of the large engin- 
eering schools in America, and the in- 
struction is thorough and of high grade. 
There are always some young officers 
near Atlanta pursuing or anxious to pur- 
sue scientific courses of study, and, as in 
the case of Captain Wales, who received 
his degree in June, they will take ad- 
Vantage of the opportunities offered. 

Probably there will mever be more 
than two or three officers taking courses 
at the same time, but their influence will 
be most beneficial and inspiring to oth- 
er students. Any army officer who 
changes his uniform for overalls will be 
an object lesson to the entire corps of 
students at the Tech. No better influ- 
ence and example can De before 
a boy than to have him work side by side 
with earnest young oflicers who may be 
stationed in and near Atlanta, from time 
to time. 

The late President Walker, of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, found 
the plan most beneficial for the stu- 
dents of his institution. In fact, the state 
of Georgia will get value received for 
this courtesy extended to the army and 
navy and will take a step forward in in- 
creasing the dignity and benefits of her 
scientific institution. 

Notices of these privileges to be extend- 
ed to officers of the army and navy have 
been sent to the war department, and to 
the editors of The Army and Navy Jour- 
nal and Army Register

The matter of allowing 
Street 
on Davis street, instead of the groove rails, 
as Was prescribed last December in the 
franchise granted on that street, occasion- 
ed a stir in the meeting of the council 
yesterday afternoon. 

The question was not over the kind of 
rails to be laid on the streets: it was over 
the revivifying of the franchise upon sev- 
etal streets, now alleged to be void be- 
cause the Atlanta Railway Company is 
said not to have begun laying tracks upon 
the streets on which franchises had been 
granted within the time prescribed Ly the 
council. 

The question was raised in the council 
by Morris Brandon, attorney for the Col- 
lins Park and Belt railroad, which has 
asked for franchises on the strects in 
question. The resolution providing that 
T-rails be laid on Davis street was intro- 
duced by the committee on electric and 
other railways, was adopted, however, and 
the council refused to adopt an amend- 
ment providing that the passage of the 
ordinance did not in any manner vary the 
right of the city in the original franchise 
ordinance, 

The resolution which caused the discus- 
sion, and which was introduced by Coun- 
cilman ‘Burns, for the committee of which 
he ig chairman, is as follows: 

Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That 
the action.of the mayor and general 
council, upon the report of this coin- 
mittee, under date of December 19, 1898, 
prescribing the kind and style of rail 
to be used by the Atlanta Street Raill- 
way Company, its successors and as- 
signs, be so far modified as to allow 
said company, its successors and 
signs, to use on Davis street, between 
Mitchell street and Magnolia street, 
six-inch ‘T-rails, and on Magnolia 
street. from Davis street west, seven- 
inch T-rails. 

Resolved further, That said action 
be also further modified so as to give 
the committee discretion to permil the 
use of T-rails on paved streets, other 
than such as are paved or as are lo be 
paved with asphalt anu brick. 
Counciiman Parks moved a suspension 

of the rules in order to allow anyone who 
desired to speak upon the report of the 
resolution to be heard

The 
Atlanta Railway Company began work 
within the specified time and has laid 
about one mile of tracks on each end of 
the Mitchell street bridge, and now 
about to connect them. It is now laying 
rails on Davis street, but the rush of 
business at the works where the rails 
are made has caused delay. We are 
anxious to finish the work, and so are 
the residents of the section which is to 
be benefited by the line. Hence the com- 
mittee was asked to allow us to lay 
T-rails instegd of the groove rails. The 
company proposes to carry out all its 
franchises, but is willing to abide by 
any action of council. Mr. Brandon ap- 
peared at the last meeting of council and 
prevailed upon the committee on electric 
and other railways to withhold its report 
with reference to the building of other 
lines of the Atlanta Railway Company. 
In the meantime a bill of injunction was 
filed and the work was stopped. The 
Georgia Electric Light Company is grow- 
ing desperate and is fighting matters with 
which they have no concern.
